TERMS OF THE AGREEMENT, 
The Conference between M. Poincaré, Lord 


Curzon, 
d'Affaires, wag resumed at the French Foreign 
Office at nine o'clock on Saturday morning, and 
terminated at half-past ten. Agreement was 
reached on the means for resuming the Mudania 
Conference. ‘Thrace is to be restored to Turkey 
after a period of a month, to start from the 
date of the Greek evacuation. The arrange- 
ments comprise three stages :— 

,(1) -Immediate evacuation of the Greek in- 

‘habitants and army. 

(2) One month after the completicn of 
this evacuation Turkish gendarmerie and ad- 
ministration ‘to take possession of the territory. 

(5); After the conclusion of peace, the 

Turkish Army tobe permitted to cross the 

Straits and enter Thrace, which will, from 

that moment, return completely un@ér Turkish 

sovereignty. *< 

The Paris Matin gives the following ‘account 
ef the Conference between Lord Curzon and M. 
Poincaré :— 

Lord Curzon detailed the Kemalist demand 
for a formal undertaking to allow the Turkish 
euthorities and gendarmerie to instal themeelves 
in Thrace immediately aiter the evacuation of 
the Greek Army. The British Foreign Minister 
is believed to be contended that the Allies 
would- cease to have any influence over the 
Turks if all their demands were -granted. 

M. Poincaré and M. Galli maitained that 
Thrace being a peninsula occupied in the main 
by the Turks, it was bound to become Turkish 
again immediately after the departure of the 
Greek authorities; consequently, what gox 
purpose would be served by’ arousing conflict 
in order to prevent a situation which was 
already virtually an accomplished fact. — 

The newspaper adds that the discussion was 
prolonged, as each party read the telegrams 
and ‘despatches received by the respective 
Governments. Means were also considered of 
reconciling the thesis of right with the im- 
perious necessity of facis.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


The Cabinet met at, half-past two o'clock on 
Saturday afternoon, on receipt of a long 


session until five o'clock. . 

Shortly after nine o'clock a further long 
despatch was received at the Foreign Office 
from Lord Curzon in Paris, and was immediately 
taken by Sir Eyre Crowe, Permanent Under 
Recretary, to No. 10 Downing street, where the 
Prime Minister had remained. 

Mr. Lloyd George immediately summoned a 
full meeting of the Cabinet, and Mimisters were 
called from various parts of London, and 
assembled at No. 10 by half-past ‘nine o clock. 

After the meeting the following statement 
was issued :— - & 

“ M. Poincaré and Lord Curzon reached an 
agreement in Paris this afternoon that the 
Greek Army should be invited to evacuate 
Eastern Thrace on the understanding that the 
Allies should then occupy the evacuated terr!- 
tory for a period of thirty days from the date 
of the completion of the evacuation of the 
Greek forces, in order to guarantee the safety 
of the non-Turkish population. 

“This agreement is now to be presented to 
the Turkish representatives at Mudania on the 
understanding that effect will be given te it 
only if ths Turkish representatives accept the 
remaining conditions laid down in the Allied 
Note signed at Paris on September 23, and in 
particular respect the neutral zones on both 
gides of the Bosphorus and the Dardanelles.” 

It is understood that, in view of this agree- 
ment, General Harington has been. empowered 
to re-open the Conference at Mudania. The 
British Government's view of the latest Paris 
egreement is that it is very satisfactory. 

The Press Association understands that the 
form: of the agreement originally wired from 
Paris was not adopted by the British Cabinet 
as it, stood, but was made the subject of some 
few amendments. The extent of evacuation 
of the veutral zone by the Turks, as required 
in the Paris agreement, will be left to General 
Harington. The main thing ie that the Turks 
should prove their sincerity by a substantial 
withdrawal, and if that be done no difficulty 
on the question is anticipated. 

It is presumed in authoritatif® circles in

SHIPS’ BARS CLOSED 
“IN 3-MILE LIMIT 


NEW RULE APPLIES TO 
FOREIGN VESSELS. 


———— 


The American Attorney-General’s ruling 
declaring that the transportation or sale 
of alcoholic liquors on American and 
foreign ships within three miles of the 
American coast illegal has been received 
with great misgivings in American shipping 
circles, says Reuter’s New York Corre- 
spondent. 

Incoming vessels on Saturday were the 
first to feel the effect of the new ruling. 
On arrival in the port they werd boarded 
by Customs officials, who locked and sealed 
bars and liquor supplies and even the 
supplies of officers and seamen. 

Several passengers booked to sail in the steam- 
ship America threatened to leave it at the last 
moment, but they were persuaded to remain 
when the management assured them that pend- 
mg definite instructions from Washington, the 
bars would open as usual outside the three mile 
limit, 

A statement made by the American Stéanaáily 
Owners' Association declares that, notwithstand- 
ing the inclusion of foreign ships, the ruling 
adds a further handicap to American passenger 
steamers in foreign trade, and points out that 
American vessels operating in South America, 
the Orient and elsewhere unable to serve liquor 
will lose their passenger trade to foreign com- 
petitors.

e are also encouraged by the reports of 
the proceedings at the House of Parliament. 
The broad spirit of toleration manifested by 
its members has had a remarkable effect in 
restoring public confidence. 

The members of the Church of Ireland are 
attached to their native land. They have a 
strong desire to remain in the country, and to 
work for its advancement. They are also more 
than willing to support the Government by 
every means in their power. It only remains 
for the Government to give full effect to their 
excellent intentions, and normal conditions will 
be speedily restored. 


GOOD GROUND FOR HOPE, 


There is, therefore, good ground for hope, 
and no reason for panic. While it is true that 
many people have had no choice as to leaving 
the country, there are others who have left, 
and who contemplate leaving, without sufficient 
reason. 

We have succeeded in commercial life, and 
in acvancing every cause by which a country 
becomes progressive. Therefore, unnecessary 
losses are greatly to be deplored. The Church 
to which we belong has undoubtedly a future 
in a country where, as we expect, the fullest 
religious liberty will be given.

It appears that as the 
deaths had not taken place in the city area the 
City Cor6ner declined to hold an inquest, and 
that the bodies were being consequently taken 
Lack to the place where they were found, with 
a view, apparently, to the holding of an inquest 
at Clondalkin to-day. The Fire Brigade de- 
clined to remove the bodies, on the ground that 
the ambulances were not for such work, and it 
is understood that the bodies were subsequently 
taken to Clondalkin im a vebicle supnphed by 
the military authorities at Beggars’ Bush 
Barracks.

SIR A. F. BAKER, 

The death of Sir Augustine FiteGerald Baker, 
ex-President of “the -Incorporated Law Society, 
took place at his residence, 56 Merrion square, 
Dublin, on Saturday.

The Minister of Home Affairs told us the 
other day in the Dail that the Constitution 
Committee made three atate reporte. 
Actually, the Committee made two reports; tor 
of the three to which he referred two agreed 
(save in a few verbal matters) on all points, 
except in regard to the scheme of Executive, 
On that point, two different schemes were sent 
im, lettered resepectively “A” and “B,” with 
the signatories each ~attached. Ultimately 
the Ministry decided to adopt Executive “B”; 
but it is known that certain Ministers did so 
in the yo that this entire matter would be 
reopened by the Dail, since it was a question 
of internal management and did not affect our 
felations with our colleagues in the Community 
of Nations. 

In submitti these two schemes, the 
signatories of “A” and “B” each attached to 
their scheme of Executive a covering document 
in defence and explanation. I find by com- 

arison that the document handed to us yester-. 

y is substantially the same as covering docu» 
ment “ B” of our report. True, certain matters 
are ch : True, certain arguments 
deleted, such as the argument that the scheme 
would permit Eamon e Valera to ion MÉ 
of a Ministry without sharing r ibility for 
the Treat But pebetantiatt, ae teu ioe the 
same.

do not- complain of this. If the Ministry 
is content, so am I. The more arguments put 
before us to assist us in this vital matter, the 
better. But why is the other Executive scheme 
not published also? And why is covering docu- 
ment “A” not circulated? if we are to have 
one side, then surely we should have the other. 

The other day George Gavan Duffy asked that 
the original draft Constitution be published. 
His request was refused with some asperity. 
Not being an impartial judge in the nfatter, I 
did not say one word as to his request, and 
I do not say one word now. My present de- 
mand is based on quite different grounds, and 
relates to a purely internal matter, concerning 
which the substance of privileged documents is 
being divulged. 

There is another aspect of this question that 
I must touch on, though I do so with great 
reluctance and aversion. I do so only under 
the strongest pressure of necessity. The other 
day, arguing the merits and demerits of the 
draft Executive (“B'), 1 was informed that 
one of its great advantages would be that it 
would enable certain persons to be mvited to 
form part of the Ministry, although they are 
not elected representatives. Their names were 
mentioned, and I (perhaps, because I am. a 
very Simple person) heard them with amaze- 
ment, because they were the names of the two 
Irish signatories of the “B” scheme. At the 
time when the Committee sat none of its actin 
members were, or looked likely to be, electe 
By pg wha and we who objected to the 
“BB”, scheme objected because we judged its 
provisions to be undemocratic, in neglect of the 
people's own discrimination and choice. But 
now the names that are mentioned are the 
proposers of the very scheme that would make 
their appointment possible without their elec- 
tion as representatives. 

I am ready to believe implicitly that this is 
done without their sanction and without any- 
one else's sanction. Í am ready to take my 
assurances in advance. | know, from my own 
bitter experience, enough of paljtical and social 
newsmongers. But in view of the kind of 
canvassing that is going on (and others know 
that it is going on), I urge. not only that the 
two drafts be published, but that they be pub- 


lished with their signatories attached. That is | 


required in the protection of signatories and 
deputies alike, 

President Cosgrave said yesterday that this 
question of the Executive was of the first 
moment, concerning which no time should be 
begrudged. That statement was worthy oí his 
instinctive fair play. He is right. This decision 
respecting the Executive concerns the most vital 
part of the Constitution and will decide whether 
it is to be a democratic document or not. No 
time should be spared; but equally no informa- 
tion should be spared. bet us have all the 
facts before we take eur decision. Then, let 
the decision be what it may, whichever side 
wins, let the others bow to the will of the 
majority. But in the name of good conscience 
let us be rid ef partial publication of informa- 
tion and let us be rid of lobbying. 

In view of ,this request, I refrain from a 
detailed criticism-of the document circulated 
yesterday. I am compelled, however, to pro- 
test against some of the preposterous state- 
ments made in it. To speak of the system 
adopted by the whole world (where Constitu- 
tions prevail), with the exception of three States 
eniy, as “the English system,” is absurd. It 
is more—it is a palpable appeal to prejudice. 
To speak of the method at present in vogue 
in the Dail as being “based on the English 
plan” is equally absurd. It is, in fact, 
flagrantly wrong. Similarly, to speak of Execu- 
tive “B” as being the “Swiss system” is 
absurd. It is nothing of the kind. Even if it 
were the Swiss system, that is no sufficient 
reason in itself why we should adopt it. I 
wonder if those who speak thus have gone to 
the trouble of discovering what Swiss politicians 
think of the “B ” scheme? [ have. . The 
criticism was not flattering. I was told. that 
the Swiss system was an autochthonous growth 
that would bear transplanting; but that, if it 
were to be transplanted, it should he trans- 
planted entire, mot grafted to some other 

rowth. The result of this, I was told, would 

» graft—not in the horticultural, but in the 
American, sense. 

However, 1 am not at present concerned with 
a criticism of this document and its specious 
pleading. My onby concern is that the Dail 
(now to take a very critical decision concernin 
the mainspring of our constitutional Eas ós 
should have before it ail the facts, should be 

rovided with all the arguments, and should 
im free from lobbying.—Yours, ete.,
